G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year 
ended  31 st  December,  1968. 

The  number  of  coastwise  ships  entering  the  Port  during 
the  year  has  increase'"^  by  109  ^^ith  a total  tonnage  of  219,036 
tons.  This  is  due  mainly  to  increased  tanker  trade  at  falpole 
and  sand  trade  at  Dunball. 

The  number  of  sliips  from  foreign  ports  has  fallen  this  year 
by  27,  this  is  due  to  the  reduction  of  the  importation  of 
fertiliser  v/hich  had  reached  a record  figure  in  1967*  Three 
shipments  of  tomato  puree  v/erc  received  and  samples  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  County  ^malyst  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  revealed  any  serious 
defects,  whilst  no  rats  v/ere  found  or.  any  vessel.
